The construction work on the pro- 
jocted railway from Nanalmo to the 
west coast of the Island will probably 
bo commoncod this year, accordlns to 
an olliclal announcemont made by H. 
Marpole, who has just reuuhed Van- 
couvor attor a lonelily visit to Mont- 
real. Ho utalivs that It has not yet 
been deeliled whelher the lino will 
loucli at .Mbeiiii, tlie points whleli 
will bo liicluiliHl In the route of the 
roail (H'lMMuLlni; cntlreiy: upon topo- 
Krapihical conditions. 'J'he report.s of 
survey parties, several of which havo 
bcei\ in the field for some time, will 
dotornUno the location ot tho liarbor 
to bo cliosen as the western termlnua 
of the extension to the E. Ss. N. 

iMr. Marpole has been appointed 
general -executive assistant to the C. 
1^. R., and among his duties will be 
the supervision ot exploration and 
the construction ot new lines end ex- 
tensions. Ho will take control of the 
administration of tlie F;. & N. land 
Krant. Assisting him will be II. J. 
Camblo. Mr. Marpole Is expected to 
visit Victoria In the course of a few 
days. 

He lias received orders fruni Sir 
'I'homas .ShauLjhnessy to invesllKate 
conditions prevailhiK' on \'ancouver 
Island and to tlevlse the be.'it possible 
niethotl fur the exjiloll a t ion and tle- 
velopnient of the illinillablo wealth of 
this section of Brltl.sh Columbia. Mr. 
Jlarpole, from what can be gathered, 
intends doing so along much the same 
lines as J. S. Dennis, whom he re- 
lieves. 

The news which Mr. Marpole brings 

from headiniarters as to the intentions 
of that Kreat railway corpor.atlon ro- 
KardhiK the buiUilnfr up of Vancouver 
Island is very ^'ratifyinK to Victorians. 
All those haviiiK^ the interests of the 
city at heart believe that anything 
done by that railway towards opening 
np the Island will reihiund dh-.-rtly or 
indirectly to the beiwllt of Jirltlsh Co- 
hianblu'.s capital. Those who have 
followed railway development In this 
section for the past several years 
agree that the C. P. R. Intends estab- 
lishing an Important seaport at Al- 
bornl, Quatslno or some other suitable 
harbor on the west coast of the 
Island. By so doing, It Is pointed out, 
it would be possible for the ICinpresses 
to transport their Oriental malls to 
the Island railway, thus .shortcoiln;,' 
tlieir journey one or two days at least. 
The trip across the Island to the 
-Mainland, under proper oondltions. 
would not consume rruich time. It is 
nrKUcd. This is boriu! out Iiy the re- 
port that the C. P. It. ooniomplates 
improving the system at Nanalimi and 
operating Its ferry from that point to 
Vancouver dally. It has been assort- 
ed by some that these works would 
not help Victoria, but that is not the 
consensus of opinion among the ma- 
.lority of local bnslne!»s men. They 
contend that anvlblng which t'-•n,d^,•> 
towards the seiiloTncnt of the Island, 
the development of its rosources, .and 
ultimately the e.'-tahllshmenl of luci'.at- 
Ive huhislries, must have c. msldei-a ble 
Irillnence upon th.. conunerciiii iTro\vlli 
of the Oei'itn.' wldcli occupies ,-x Kit.Mif 
.stratosii' vnhie ujjon ihe most south- 
erly pniiU of t,h(! Island. 

A short time a.i^o an intei-vlew with 
II. G. V.'llson, who Is Idontlfied with 
one of the largest wholesale concerns 
of the clt.v, was published In the 
Colonist. In his remarks he dealt 
w'wTi the situation which would arise 
when tho C. P. R. started rallwayl 
cmistructlon frvm Nanalmo to the> 
\\est rn.ist. Ho emphasized the Im- 
Iinrtancr> such a move would be to the 
romnierro nf this city. In bis opinion 
It would ni'-:in tire ex iieiii I i t uro of 
1 lious.i nds uf dollars (l.all>-' here, in 
lirovliliut? tlu' men employed by tho 
c< ntri!cicus with food and otber ne- 
c. ssllies. It was oidy natui-.il, he 
said, to ext)e(-t that Ihe mi-rch:i n I s of 
A'ictoria, the nearest city of import- 
ance to tho scene of opernthjn, would 
obtain the bulk of tho trade. But it 
was Imperative that they should he 
prepared when the opportunity tir- 
rlved. He thought they would, and 
that It would simply be a question of 
whether the C. P. R. wotiUl be In a 
position to handle the number of rai-s 
which wiiidd have (o be sent from i lie 
local , depot to the Interior every day. 
The whole thing, he contended, sim- 
mered down to the question of 
whether the E. & N. local terminal 



facilities would bo augmented in time 
to allow the merchants to scctu'e their 
fair share of what would be needed in 
tho way of supplies. As It would be 
equally to tho advantage of the CP. 
K. and tho local business men that 
the city should bo made what maybe 
termed tho lieudciuarters of the con- 
siructlou commissariat, lie was con- 
vinced (hat tho local depot would bo 
enlarged before, thq work on tho new 
railway was commenced. Th« aii- 
nouncement having been . made that 
the latter will start this year, it must 
be assumed that the accommodation 
of tho E. & N. freight yards will bo 
made more adequate In the near 
future. 

For those reasons, .and because tho 
building of a nc^w lino anywhore on 
■tho Tsland should have a lienoflclal 
effect upon the whole, i\Ir. Wilson ex- 
pressed the opinion that the inaugu- 
ration of that work by the C. P. R. 
would mark the opening of n new era 
of oommereial ar^d Industrial Ufn. 
Under the circumstances, according 
to the general belief In well-informed 
circles, tho present year should wit- 
ness marvelously Inoreasedi aotlv.lty 
along all lines.

Montreal, Feb. 11. — The Gazette 
publishes today an appeal from 
Nlcolu Shlppolf to the English and 
American people for assistance to suf- 
ferers from the famine In Russia. 

He stnte.s that In more than twenty- 
live ])rovlnces crops havo been far 
! below the average, and In eight or ten 
tliere lias bi.'on \'lrlually no harvest 
whatever. He suites tiiat the grain 
i gathered during the summer would 
{ just about keep the ])eoi>le adive for 
live and a half months, or until the 
lirst of this year. After this they 
must subsist on government or 'private 
assistance. 

The present famine is more wide- 
spread and intense than that of six- 
teen years ago. The harvcHt Is twice 
as bad and the crops have failed for 
two consecutive years. Owing to tiio 
rfecent war the Russian peoi>le havo 
been crippled. An appeal to England 
and America Is necessary.

Already there is considerable activ- 
ity apparent among those interested 
in tho flsh trap business on tho coast 
of Vancouver Island. Those who are 
expected to engage In this Industry, 
during the forthcoming season, are J. 
H. Todd & Sons, Malcolm Macrae, 
Bell-Irving, the Capital City Canning 
company, and the B. C. Packers' asso- 
ciation. Last year as much as $120,- 
OUO was silent by those concerns upon 
prelimiuai'j- eprratiniis, the driving of 
piles and other work connected with 
the construction of irai)S. As Ihe ex- 
teat of lb.' salmon run did not war- 
rant the expenililure, several of tin- 
hrnis lindlut; that accounts did nut 
balance ra\-iirably a.l'lcr the cai)tur<^ 
Ih" last ii.sli, they do not intend 
entering into tho undertaking upon 
the .same scale this spring. Those who 
havo made a study of the peculiari- 
ties of the siihnon assert that this 
year's run will not be (]uito as large 
us thai of I'.Hn;. 

Although there may be fewer trai)s 
this year than heretofore, it Is ii.it the 
intention, by any means, to allnw the 
Industry to languish. For the jjast 
two or thr^c days a number of local 
llrms, among them FIndlay, Durham 
& Brodle, have applied at the lands 
ami works deiiartmeut, and been 
granted their licenses. The majority 
will cdinmenco work wilhoul delay. 
I'"indla\-. Eiirham l>ro<lie bavo had 
men empliiyed I'm' two in' thri'e weeks. 
'rh(> ma nag. 'r for tlio linn, li. C. .Mess, 
stal(,'S that ll i.s his object to luwe the 
traps installed before .May, In order 
that there may be the full.'st possible 
scope for tile spring salmon run, 
which ccmtimies throughout the year. 
The olher llrms, iirobably, will follow 
suit, so thut it will not bo long bo- 
fore all the traps along tho coast will 
he well on the way towards comple- 
ilon. 

"Wldle the pri'si'iit year will not be 
markeil b\- a piirtlcukirly large run of 
salmon, and, therefore, the canning 
business cannot be expected to be as 
good as usual, the run of 1908 should 
make up for all deflclencles. Then Is 
anticipated the big run, which Occurs 
every four years. All canners are 
looking forward to It, and, of course, 
will make every preparation for tak- 
ing tho fullest possible advantage of 
tho opportunity.

.Montreal, Fob. 11. — While there was 
a general belief that live contracts on 
tliu transcuntlnenlal division of the 
(Iratid Triiiilc Paclllc would bo ar- 
rangeil, iIk- matter was not actually 
settled until Saturday evening, wlien 
l<'rank V>'. Horse, vice-president and 
general manager, announced that the 
Ciand Trunk Pacilic would soon de- 
cide the giving out of contracts for 
live divisions of the rotid. This means 
an expenditure of twenty-live million, 
and probably more, as there are sev- 
eral subsidiary lines to be built to in- 
crease the magnitude of the enter- 
prise. One of these will bo an en- 
tirely new road of about 200 miles, 
which will connect Montreal directly 
with tho transcontinental. 

It Is pointed out by tho board of 
trade council that if .Montreal does 
not wake up It will std'fer, and Toron- 
to, CJu;.'""' im''' ^^'ll^llpeg will bonellt, 
CJuebi'c will be in direct communica- 
tion through the La TiKiue Ijranch, of 
which lOO miles Is already built and 
tenilers called for another 1.10 miles, 
Toronto will reach ihi- line direct 
through tho Ahitlhl branch, which, 
with an extension of only Id mllos, 
will be at the transcontinental. Win- 
nipeg, with Its 200 miles built by J. 
11. Mc.Arthur, will join yie road dl- 
lect. The Eastern provinces will 
have Moncton as tho Terminal, so that 
all Canada will be in practically di- 
rect communication except Montreal.

He complains that the 
authorities consented to the transfer to 
the Orinoco Lumber company of New 
York of part of the property, which, 
ho adds, according to the decisions 
of both the Venezulan supreme court, 
and tho international arbitration com- 
mission of 1903 belongs to the Orino- 
co corporation.

C. M. Hays, general manager of tliaj 
Grand Trunk, had a conference with | 
the linanco connnltteo of tho council 
today. Ho said the company would 
jnit up a new station to cost ?2B0,0ao 
and a palaco hotel of ten stories, ii> 
cost $1,250,000, provided tho city would 
give an assessment for 20 years of

Xot muchl Wt; do not 
credit tlie (\ P. P. with being extrava- 
gant. AVhat Vietori.-i needs Is poiuila- 
tion. and that is Increasing every day.

PATENT MEDICINES 

New Bill for Regulation Introduced in 
the House 

Ottawa, Feb. 11.— Hon. Wm. Tem- 
pleman will Introduce his bill respect- 
ing proprietary and patent modlclnes. 
It iirovldea thai no medicine shall be 
sold unless a stunplo has been sent to 
the minister for retjistrntion, accom- 
panied by an allldavit as to whether 
it contains alcohol or poisons. and 
stating tlieir jiercentages. None can 
be sold unless It is of the same com- 
position as the standard sanijile. A 
registration fee must accompany each 
sampla. KviM-y liottle or pai'kugo of 
ni(Hilclne offered for stile must htive 
an inland re\'enue slanii) attached to 
it. If analy.sis discloses that the sam- 
ple submitted does not conform with 
the .statement that accompanies it. or 
if the minister considers tho medi- 
cine unlit for use, the dealer will have 
an opportunity oC presenting his side 
of the question, .after which the min- 
ister may, if hei 80 desires, prohibit 
tho sale and mtinUfacture. The act 
applies to any one Who (s not known 
as a u iiole.sale ninpul'acturer or im- 
porter, but wJio makos or import.s pro- 
prietary or pateiii niedicine.s for sale 
direct to consumers. Tiie distribu- 
tion of meiiicine s,-un]iles from door 
to iloor is pi ohlbiied. The penalties 
provided reacli a niixlnumi of $5,000 
and iniprlsonineiit of 11! months.

The steamer rolled consider- 
ably, aeas broke over her, the decks 
being wet continually, but she rode 
out the storms well. Whan making 
her way through the Straits of Ma 
gellan, the schooner Florence M. Mun

Th 
Florence M. I^Uuisle was stranded on 
tho South American coa.st when oi 
lur way to Victorln fruni tlic Cap 
Horn sealing grounds and Avas aban 
doned. .Slie was afterward floated and 
Is now owned by Brown and nianc.h 
ard, who employ her In sealing.
